DIFFERENT KINDS OF PARTIES. 

Prof. Walter T. Mills in a recent fid- 
dress conlraslcd the ai» iS of capitalietic 
parties and aocialistii' parties in an in- 
atnietive way, showing the difference be 
tween political and economic questions. 
Among other things he said: 

“Political questions are matters re 
ferring to the administration of p<^t' 
offiocB, prisons, armies and foreign 
treaties. But economic questions are 
questions which pertain to the cr^tion 
and distribution of wealth. In ordinary 
speech, the main point in ^litica is 
getting and holding office. The main 
point in economics is getting a living. 

The Republican and l^mocratlc parties 
represent as their most serious interest, 
senemes for g«‘tting and holding office. 
The Social Democratic party sUnds for, 
as its only interest, the purpose of get¬ 
ting a living. The Republican and Demo* 
oratic parties deal with questions of get¬ 
ting a living, only as they are able to 
use these questions to elect themselves to 
office. The Social Democratic party 
dsals with the matter of getting of¬ 
fice only as Die authority of public 
office can be used by the workers to 
make tbs matter of getting a living more 
•asy, more certain, and the living itself 
more abundant for all the people. 

(Questions of making a living have 
been fought out between employers and 
employes, with the strike and lockout. 
Republican and Democratic politicians 
would like to have the fight carried on 
in that way only. And this is especial¬ 
ly true inasmuch as the employer, by the 
use of political power, is able to use tbe 
injunction and the militia in defeating 
the strike and enforcing the lockout. 

The Social lX>mocratic party insists 
that the power of the court and the 
legislature ought to be used more for 
the purpose of making easy the matter 
of getting a living for all of the people. 

It further insists that the struggle for 
making a living must not only go on 
with the strike and the lockout, but it 
must enter politics, and the same eco¬ 
nomic divisions which separate the 
striker and hit* employer at the shop 
door must aepofote thvwi als- at the bal¬ 
lot box. 

And hence it follows that the old 
party [koliticians will adopt nr abandon 
any ec*onomic question as it furthers 
their ehanccs for holding an office to do 
so. Whereas, the Socialists have no de¬ 
sire for office ftir its own sake, and hence 
will never abandon one whit of their 
economic program for the sake of an of¬ 
fice. It is not becttUHC the Socialists do 
not want the oflice that they are thus de- 
termineti. It is becuuse they want them 
fur a oertuin purpose, and that purpose 
being et-onomic, incy can only consent to 
hold offi<-e as they secure endorsement for 
tbe whole program of Socialism. 

Hen^'e, while evasion, fusion and com¬ 
promise arc ikerfretly easy for an office- 
seeking politician, they arc utterly im¬ 
possible for a Socialist, not because there 
IS anything at fault in any of these 
things from an old party standpoint, but 
liecause the Socialist party exists for an 
e<<onomic purpose and to abandon that 
purjkose in any way, means the abandon¬ 
ment of the pur|>OKc of its exi.stence. It 
might as well not exist as to exist to get 
what it docs not want.**

“In tbe man of the future tbe muaclea of 
the face, which are progreaalvelv dsrswp- 
log lo reepfinae to tbe Improvement of tbe 
Intellect, will display still greater delicacy 
uf adjustment and better adaptation to the 
expression of tbe various moods of tbe 
mind. Vlradty and diversion of expression. 
Ibe mirror of tbe blgber psychical activity, 
will Increase with the growth of idsd.“ 
The sense organs of tbe present man have 
lost In certain llrectioos. but they bare 
gained greatly, lu range of oaefnlneoa. The 
nose, for Instance, which occupies s subor¬ 
dinate place among tbe aense organs of 
uuiD. has undergone marked dcgcnerailon; 
hut this has been made good by tbe appli¬ 
cation of tbe organ to more varied uses. 
To quote again: 

“In tbe man of tbe future tbe ear will 
have tbe power of detecting a greater va¬ 
riety of sounds, but St tbe expense of scute- 
utws of bexiing. Tbe future man will bear 
higher and lower sounds. Tbe eye of tbe 
future man will have a grester range of 
vlsiou. but it will be less acute. ' It will 
become less of a telecope and more of 
panoramic camera. 

“Tbe aense of feeling will become more 
delicate. Tbe future mao will suffer more 
than we of today from beat sod cold when 
exposed to dtber, but bis greater sensluve- 
Ui-as In detecting spproacnlng ebsoges of 
temperature will cnsblt him better lo pro¬ 
tect himself. The greater the Increase In 
rofiaemeut sad seaslblllty. tbe grester -wlll 
be tbe future mao's ability to feel extreme 
pain and extreme pleasure. 

“Tbe man of tbe future will have superior 
teeth and hair. Tbe Uvea qf savages are 
shortened by tbe early decay of their teeth. 
Tbe same la true of tbe bead. There was 
more baldness In the days of nightcaps than 
there la now. . 

The man of the future will become more 
and more distinctly human. We may safe¬ 
ly assume that tbe brain will play tbe 
greatest part In bla development and that 
it will undergo great development sod 
evolution. 

“Muu'a improvement will probably affect 
both the quality of tbe brain and Its site. 
This Utter has constantly Increased as 
mau has advanced from lower to higher 
spheres. 

“Corresponding to the Increase In the 
I'omplezlty of the brain, there will come a 
prolougstlon of the period of Infancy for 
each ludlvldusl man—that U to say, It will 
require a much longer time for tbe brain 
to reach maturity and to work out tbs 
mure compUcsted communlcmtlon between 
Us different parts. 

“Tbe future man will be more Inventive 
and creative, ills written and spoken lan¬ 
guage will be more economlcsL There will 
oe a lougusge In which there U a term 
to express each distinctive Idea. Men wll* 
trik and think as well as write more rapid¬ 
ly. We can write much faster than our 
ancestors."

Tbe dispute now raging Id France over 
the guveruuient pro{>oHal to re<luce the 
crin of couipulsory service in liurrucks to 
tw’o yean, is one, ns we believe, of ex¬ 
treme aiguiticauLv. France b*-ing at once 
the must military of nations and tbe one 
most HUiN.’eplibte to new Ideas, her exam¬ 
ple Is alinost sure, sooner or later, to 
persuade Europe; and it 8•^em8 almost 
certain that she intends this example 
should be set. The older generals, it is 
true, and probably a majority of tbe of¬ 
ficers, are bitterly againit tbe bchem?. 

*i'hey see that the Boclaiiat idea of sul>- 
stJtctiDg the Bwias system of trained 
militia fur that of regular armies gains 
ground yearly among tbe peasantry, end 
they believe that it will be directly pro¬ 
moted by the abolition of exemptions, 
which will render the entire cultivated 
class, who now to tbe number of 37.000 
serve ouly for one year, bitterly hostile 
to barrack life. The consequence, they 
predict, will he a furthor general reduc¬ 
tion to uue year, and then tbe ado^iou 
of the Swiss system of au armed militia 
trained as suidiers for six mouths only, 
and though excellent for defense, useless 
for conquest, or. indeed, for any work 
beyond the frontiers.

“Socialism, Ltoplan and Scientific," by 
Frederick Engels; ( 8 ) “CollectlTlsm and 
Modem Industrial Erolotloo." by Emil Van- 
derrelde: (4) and “Boclallam and Modem 
Science,'' by Enilco Ferrl, which Is prob¬ 
ably the beat single book upon Soclallain. 
Although written oy a sclentiat and a epc- 
clallat, it la very simple and may be easily 
read by tbe most ordlnaiy person. There 
are, of conrse, many books and pampbteta 
that are more popular than the above, but 
are not ao reliable. We have selected a 
ew of the moat commonly accepted and sci¬ 
entific works of tbe BoclalUt nteratnre as 
a basis for a discussion of tbe subjecL It 
Is tbe question ss presented in these that 
we offer to dtacusa—tbe Bocltllsm of the So¬ 
cialist. 

Our protest against Dr. Dixon's lecture on 
the “Threat of Soclallfra" at tbe recent 
Epworth assembly Is that he assumed to 
discuss Socialism and did not discuss IL 
Ue, Uke so many crltica of SoclalUm, bad 
evidently not taken the trouble to master 
the subject he offered to criticise. In so do¬ 
ing we feel that be seriously wronged a 
great audience by misrepresenting to them 
a great cause which to ns la aa dear as tbe 
hope of humanity.

Tbe Social Democmtlc party demands 
that the production of this country shall 
be taken sway from the control of a emsil 
number of Irresponsible meu whose only 
aim Is to exploit ua to the last limit of 
our endurance. 

Thf Republican and tbe Democratic par¬ 
ties. and all sotta of reformers sod anti¬ 
monopoly but ibugs, are making a dlahonest 
bid for votes when they promise to anni¬ 
hilate tbe traits by law. These parties 
are powerless against tbe trasis because 
they ctonot consistently oppose property 
rights of any kind. These rights are more 
tacred to them than the rights of msn: 
bat. alarmed by tbe glowing strength of 
Socialism, they are now trying to use 
phrases that sound “socialistic'' to them. 
Vet none of them dare to attack tbe onlv 
vital point In tbe present economic syt- 
tem, the private ownership of the means 
of production and distrlbutloii. 

Tbe tmst question Is a national queatlon. 
but In state affairs also the Social Demo¬ 
cratic i>art/ stands for every radical change 
that will bilng more wealth, more culture 
and more safety to tbe masst-s of tbe peo- 

r ile. Tbe Social Democratic party believes 
tt aelf-goveratuent for cities; In a lost and 
eiinUable taxation, ami In tbe blgoest de- 
velopmedt of a leasonaltle public service. 
\Vc also demand better legislation for tbe 
protection of life and limb In factories and 
mines, the public orn'oerahlp of public utili¬ 
ties ns a fact and not as a mere obraae, 
and protection against hardship and mis¬ 
ery In old oge—not as a chat Ity but as a 
right. If we get the political power to 
tbla itate we will carry out these sod 
other social reforms. 

But we call atlenlloD to tbe fact that 
the tm'asures we urge are In oo way a 
cure for all the existing evils, nor are 
they all fbu-lollst Institutions. They are 
to be viewed rather as mere palliatives, 
capable of l)elng carried out even under 
tbe present conditions. Under no dreum- 
stances should :he people rest content with 
palliatives of this kind. The people should 
more onward to the conquest of all pub¬ 
lic powers; to an entire change of tbe 
preaent syatem for one w'hicfa will secure 
to tbe people coUectlvely tbe blesalugs of 
our rootlern Inventions, and a siandai^ of 
civilisation and cultote hitherto tmknowq 
In hlxtory. 

With this In view tbe Social Democratic 
party of tbe state of Wisconsin. In con¬ 
vention assembled, reafllrins Its allegiance 
to the principles of International Kocfalism, 
and declares Its adherence to the platform 
of tbe national Hoclallat party adopted at 
the conrontlon lo iDdlanapolis, and pledges 
Itself at the preaent time to the following: 

1. That tbe state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor an«l our lepreseniallves In Congreaa 
shall take such action as Is calculated to 
bring alK>ot tbe nationalisation of all tbe 
trusts, notably tbe coal tniit, tbe meat 
trust, the oil trust, the sugar trust, tbe 
farming machinery trust, and others of tbe . 
same kind, and pay the actual value for 
tbe same. 

2. That the state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and our represcntnllvea In Congress 
•bail take such action as will l^e calculsted 
to bring alKint tbe national ownership of 
the railroads, telegraphs, telephones, ex¬ 



press compaoles snd stssmshlp lines, snd 
pay the sctusl vslot of the same. 

3. That tho state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and oar representatives in Congress 
shall tahe such action as will be ralcu- 
Isted to enact a law granting every wage¬ 
worker over Ut> years of age. wUo has 
earned leas than $ 1 UU 0 a year and haa 
bees a dtlxen of the United States for 
sixteen yeara at least, a pension of not less 
than $12 a month for the rest of his life. 

4. That no city In Wisconsin shall have 
the light te sell, lease or give away public 
franchises. That every dty shall havu ths 
right to take posaeaafon of all Its public 
utilities by paying to the present owner* 
the ^ce of the same aa fixed by ao Im¬ 
partial Jury; and that every city and town- 
shin shall have the light to lasae bonds 
up to the amount of fi per cent, of the en¬ 
tire tax valuation, for that purpose. 

fi. That the state Leglslatnre. the gov¬ 
ernor and our representatives In CoogreM 
shstt take steps celcalated to bring sooat 
the enactment of a national law by wblch 
the government of the United Statea will 
lend tbe cltica snd townships money on 
bonds Issued by said cities and townships 
up to SO per cenL of the assessed valns- 
tloo. Such loan shall be made In legal 
tender and without loteresL the refund to 
take place lo twenty years In equal abarea. 
This money shall have Its Intrtoalc value 
secured by tbe bonds and aaaessed valua- 
Uon of tbe city or townahip that recelvea 
the loan, and It shall be canceled with 
Che bonds as faat as the loan la refunded. 

d. I'hat the state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and our lepresentatlves In Congress 
shall take the InUlatlve to the effect that 
Che United States constitution be so 
amended as to abolish the United States 
Senate, which la a bulwark of cmoUaltsm 
and trustocracy. Furthermore we demand 
that the United States jadges shall be 
elected by tbe people of tbelr respective 
dUtricts, for terms not to exceed six years 
—this la order to make an cod to goveiu- 
menC by InJUDctlon. We also demand tbai 
alt elective oificea, the Judges Included, 
shall be made subject (o the Imperative 
mandate, and to a recall by the eznreaaeil 
wlah of three-fourths of their constituency. 

7. That the state shall provide free 
school books and school uteosfla to tbe pu¬ 
pils of the public schools, and also to 
parochial and private schools who shall 
under certain legal condltioua make de¬ 
mand for tbe aame books. We also de¬ 
mand leglslatioD enabling school dlstilcts 
In the country to give better school facili¬ 
ties aud free transportatlou to and from 
sebool for the children. 

8 . That laws be enacted Umltlog ths 
working day of yontbs under 21 years of age 
and women of any age employed anywhere 
in Wisconsin lo eight hours a day. and pro¬ 
hibiting the employmeut In any factory* 
store, workshop or mlue of children nuder 
16 years of age. 

0. That lawa bo enacted secoiiag to 
cities local autonomy, with fall power to 
carry Into effect all means relatlog to tholr 
own welfare, ao loog aa they do not inter¬ 
fere with tbe rtghta of othert. 

10. That every city «r township shall 
hare the right to establlah a publle coal 
and wood yard, and a public Ice house, 
where coal and wood and ice shall be sold 
to the citizens at cost. Cities sod town¬ 
ships shall also have the right to establish 

f tubllc abattoirs (slaughter houacs) aud to 
aaue bonds for that purpose. 

Theae are tbe demands of the Social 
Democratic partr of Wisconsin. We call 
upon every intcIllgcDt voter of this state, 
regardlesB of race, nationality or religion, 
to join the Social Democnitle paity, vote 
Its ticket, build np Its organlsstlon, and 
■land shoulder to shoulder for a better 
ordt-r and a higher elvlUzatloo.
